CHA I TK It I. 
The scene was W ashington; the time 
I Christ mas; the year ’62. 
It was an in- 
j tense’}’ cold and bitter night—so cold 
I th at, in spite of the bustle and ex­ 
citement which usually prevailed until 
the latest hours—{or they were sleep­ 
less times, as many can remember,— 
the street were alm ost wholly de­ 
serted, and exposed to view but a few 
'tra y individuals whom actual neces­ 
sity had called abroad. The rest 
were closeted indoors; and, judging by 
the light a t the windows, were endeav­ 
oring to banish from their minds all 
sense and recollection of the outw ard 
gloom. Yet there was little cause for 
joy, m any a household mourned, many 
‘i heart was crushed with woe. But 
the season 
was im perative in its 
claims, and shed the halo of its com­ 
fort over all, forming a bright paren­ 
thesis berween the two eternities of 
jins? anxiety,and th ed ark an d wither- 
j iug uncertainty which veiled the future. 
It is not, however, in the private p arts 
of the city, nor in a private house, 
nor even in a private room, th at our 
i story ojiens, but in one of the public 
resorts of the most public thorough­ 
fares which at th at particular time 
were thronged day and night by eager, 
anxious crowds, discussing the events 
of the day and the probabilities of the 
i morrow, w ith the stern, excited intcr- 
j est of the times. 
I 
On the particular evening relating to 
events W e a r e about to describe, this 
hotel was more than usually crowded. 
Soldiers had arrived from camp and 
had taken every vacant room in the 
, building, ami in addition to soldiers 
were contractors, sutlers,paym asters, 
and other public characters whom the 
, times had assembled—alas! to th e det­ 
riment of the times* Many of these 
I were lounging in the hall of tile hotel, 
| discussing noisily the latest events of 
j the war, and predicting all kinds of 
imaginable is-u***; while the r e s t, or 
! greater number n it her, were smoking 
and chatting in the large billard-ioom 
I of the establishment, engaging in the 
| game itself, or grouped around the 
players who were most distinguished 
by th**irskill, and who afforded special 
interest. 
Among the latter were two young 
, officers, one twenty-eight 
or thirty 
j years of age, the other between twenty 
j and twenty-five; fine, manly fellows, 
I both of them, who had done brave 
service, and who looked prepared to 
encounter as many hardships and 
dangers as the country might still 
j further exact of them. The darkness 
I of the one contrasted strongly with 
t he fairness of the other, and at tim*— 
im parted to his features—especially 
when he frowned—such a stern and 
sinister expression, th a t m any would 
have iud.?* I him, although perhaps 
Unjustly, inferior to hi* adversary ami 
unworthy of any sym pathy as regard- 
! cd the contest. 
The latter was all frankness and 
goodnature, with a s o f t ami alm ost 
feminine expression of countenance, 
suggestive of much feeling. They were 
! both of them deeply interested in t he 
game. So equally wire they matched, 
that it seemed as it the issue merely 
hinged on some chance stroke or op­ 
portunity, which usually decides the 


sym pathetic tone, “and I tru st re­ 
spect the motive which has brought 
nit* hither. I was a wit ness of your 
agitation and distress just now, and 
attributed it to the loss which, I re­ 
gret to think, you have sustained 
through me. 
I followed you upstairs, 
and”—the speaker was em barrassed 
for a m oment—“and was induced from 
what I heard to follow you inside. I 
acted with a soldier’s impulse, which I 
pray you to forgive; and I claim from 
you a soldier’s frankness in return.’’ 
He paused for a moment, ami then 
pursued: 
“Tell me why this loss has caused 
you such distress? 
It cannot be for 
the mere money; your look and a tti­ 
tude disclaim it.. There is some deep­ 
er m otive in.your heart, and it is that 
which I entreat you to disclose.’’ The 
young m an was sitting with his face 
buried in his hands, apparently un­ 
conscious 
of

the 
speaker 
said. But he started up 
a t the 
concluding sentence, 
and, 
regard­ 
ing him with fixed attention, said: 
“ You wish to know* the cause of my 
distress?

the case. The engagement lasts usu­ 
ally three or four m onths. Though 
the gloom often sees his prospective 
father-in-law, he never lays eyes upon 
the bride 
unless 
he 
can bribe 
some female friend to allow him a 
stolen glance. The bride-to-be may pre­ 
viously have romped with lier intend­ 
ed for years, but she would run scream­ 
ing away if he were now to appear be­ 
fore her. In some parts of the coun­ 
try the superstition is rife th a t any 
woman leaving her father’s house be­ 
tween the times of betrothal and m ar­ 
riage will be bitten by a snake. 
As the 
wedding day draws near the girl is 
washed—an event so rare as to call 
for special note— in a pond, where a 
certain saint’s day is celebrated for 
being the epoch of the sole annual 
ablution of most of the inhabitants, 
and a dass or bower of green branches 
over a frame of stakes is erected.

At this moment a 
brother Senator came to H am lin’s 
desk and said: “Senator Hamlin, if 
this bill passes the Blank Blank Rail­ 
road's bonds will be worth a hundred 
cents on the dollar.

It 
was used as a charm against evil 
spirits, and excellent medical proper­ 
ties are ascribed to it. It was sup­ 
posed to possess the power to pre­ 
serve from poison, and the mystic 
property of giving fertility. 
Kissing 
under the mistletoe m ay have had 
reference to this ancient belief. There 
was a tradition th a t the niaid who 
was not kissed under a bough of mis­ 
tletoe a t Christmas would not be mar­ 
ried during the following year.

When a girl has reached the age of 8 
or 9 she is considered to be in the mat­ 
rimonial market. If she owns a few 
cattle or someother desirable proper­ 
ty, a boy with half her wealth general­ 
ly proposes to her father for her, and 
a bargain is driven over her quite as 
if she had no more sentiment in her 
than a cow, which doubtless is often 
the case. The engagement lasts usu­ 
ally three or four months. Though 
the gioom often sees his prospective 
father-in-law, he never lays eyes upon 
the bride 
unless 
he 
can bribe 
some female friend to allow- him a 
stolen glance. The bride-to-be may pre­ 
viously have romped with her intend­ 
ed for years, hut she would run scream­ 
ing away if he were now to appear be­ 
fore her. In some parts of the coun­ 
try the superstition is rife that any 
woman leaving her father’s house be­ 
tween the times of betrothal and mar­ 
riage will he bitten by asnake. As the 
wedding day draws near the girl is 
washed—an event so rare as to call 
for special note— in a pond, where a 
certain saint’s day is celebrated for 
being the epoch of the sole annual 
ablution of most of the inhabitants, 
and a dass or bower of green branches 
over a frame of stakes is erected. In 
this a great feast is given on the day 
before the marriage. All the hungry 
idlers round about strive by hook or 
by crook to get in, and, squatting 
down on the ground, they gorge them­ 
selves with the quivering raw meat of 
the cow that hits iust been killed and 
with other Abyssinian delicacies. The 
distinguished guests bless the bride, 
putting their hands upon her head and 
getting them well greased for the pains. 
Meanwhile a similar feast is given 
in the groom’s abode, and next morn­ 
ing he starts out with his friends and 
from six to twelve arkees, or brides­ 
men. They rig themselves up in all 
the plumage they can possibly borrow, 
and, on approachingtnebride’s house, 
fire off their guns and have a sort ol 
sham fight with a view, perhaps, tc 
allay the groom's nervousness. When 
the happy man has taken the seat ol 
honor in the bridal bower his bride is 
brought in, wrapped up in a cloth al­ 
most like a mummy and placed upon 
a stool. Then the groom is asked ii 
he wishes to marry the woman before 
him; they crook their fingers together, 
under the cloth, or, perhaps kiss one 
another,and, after any priest or eldei 
present has given some sage advice, the 
marriage settlement of what each is to 
bring is finally settled upon, the last 
but not the least important part of 
the ceremony. Such are the civil mar­ 
riages, lightly entered into and as 
light It 
broken.

It was sup­ 
posed to possess the power to pre­ 
serve from poison, and the mystic 
property of giving fertility. Kissing 
under the mistletoe may have had 
reference to this ancient belief. There 
was a tradition tbat the maid who 
was not kissed under a bough of mis­ 
tletoe at Christmas would not he mar­ 
ried during the following year.
